“What I would buy first 
is one of those giant snow 
blowers, an attachment that 


goes on the front of a front- 


end loader,” Koch said in a 
recent interview. “We bor- 
rowed .a couple from Mass- 


DOT during that craziness 


and I thought the value in 
one of those is tremendous 
you’re — limiting 
the amount of equipment 
needed when you’re mov-

ing snow. 

“You have trucks that 
line up and it dumps it right 
in. It’s not handling it three 


. times by a loader piling 


it and then piling into the 
truck. | think that has tre- 
mendous value and we'll be | 
looking at that in the capital 
program.” 

Koch'was cool to the idea 
of purchasing specialized 
snow melters, such as those 


used by the city of Boston 


last winter on loan from the 
Massachusetts Port Author- 
ity and others.

dance, Hughes said she and 
her liusband, Phil Doherty, 
are raising their two sons in 
Quincy, which she called a 
wonderful place to live with 
a vibfant downtown. 

“Phil and I are raising our 
boys in Quincy just as my 
parents raised me and my 
brothers here. It’s a wonder- 
ful place to live and have a 
family.

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School and a standout basketball player for the Red Raiders, 
died unexpectedly Oct. 16. His passing saddened the NQHS 
community especially his former teammates who remembered 
Matt for his love of the game and his friendship.

If it is true that a man is 
. best measured by his friend- 
ships, if it is true that he lives 


forever in the memories of — 


the people he touched, then 


Matt Gerakis led an excep- . 


tional life. 

Gerakis was a standout 
basketball player and a bril- 
liant student at North Quincy 
High who died unexpected- 
ly in October. He graduated 
with the Class of 2015. 

Gerakis was a Patriot 


‘League All Star. His strength 


as a player was he-did every- 
thing well. He could shoot, 
rebound, pass, and defend. 
He was an intelligent play- 
er who saw the game with 
a coach’s eye and under- 
standing. He was the No. 1 
ranked student in his class 
and scored a perfect. 800 on 
his SAT math test. 

He played during what 
was arguably the greatest 
four-year run by any bas- 
ketball team in the history 
of the. city. When he was a 
freshrnan, North earned the 
No. 1 seed in Division 1 
South Sectionals. As a soph- 
omore -and junior he played 
on teams which went to 
‘the sectional finals, a place 
where North had not been 
since 1972. As a senior, he 
was a captain on a team 
which made the tourney for 
the fifth straight year. 

_Gerakis’ place in all of 
this is important. Because 
of his age, because’ of his 
passion for the game, be- 
cause he could reach out to 
veterans like Danny and Pat 
Gould and to newer play- 
ers like Solomon Umoren 
and Jackie Chen, because 
he cared so much about his 

sport and his teammates, 
he was the link between all 
the-:classes from. freshman 
to senior of the great teams- 
which passed through nom: 
for four years.

Their houses looked out 
onto the same path in Wol- 


iaston.

boy’s soul. 

“Our houses were con- 
nected by a path which 
linked to the same cor- 
er,” said Richardson. “We 
walked to school together, 


‘and then we started playing 


basketball behind the Wol- 
laston School. If I didn’t 
show up to play, Matt would 
come and find me.” —__ 

Two themes which domi- 
nate the conversation about . 
Gerakis are caring and hu- 
mor. He was serious about 
school and. basketball. He 
cared about achieving and 
improving. But he was also 
a great and easy friend. He 
loved to laugh and, even 
better, he liked make other 
people laugh. 

“Basketball was impot- 
tant. to Matt. He practiced 
and he worked to get bet- 
er,” said Richafdson. “But 
he was also laid-back, a 
funny kid. He was easy to 
be around. He had a great 
sense of humor, and he was 
always cracking jokes.” 

Richardson and Gerakis 


’ were more than teammates. 


Their friendship extended 
far past basketball.

Toland were Edna Austin who was first elected in 1943 
and served for 15 years and Joanne Condon Walsh who 
served as a Ward 6 councillor from 1978 to 1985. 

Fast forward to today. 

There are three 
woman city council- 
lors presently serving 
on the City Council. 
They are Ward 1’s 
Margaret Laforest, 
first-term councillor 
at-large Nina Liang 
and Hughes. That’s 
the most women on - 
the council at one time in Quincy history. 

Further proof that gender is balancing out in local 
politics? 

When Emily Lebo was elected and sworn in to fill 
the vacant School Committee seat Monday evening, 
she became the seventh woman to be currently serving 
in Quincy city government. That’s almost half of all 
16 local elective offices posts: mayor, nine councillors 
and six elected school committee: members. Besides 
the three councillors, there are four School Committee

members who are women: Barbara Isola, Kathy Hub- 


ley, Anne Mahoney and now Emily Lebo. 

And, depending on what happens in the special 
election for the Ward 6 council seat, we could have a 
50-50 percent balance between men and women serv- 
ing in elective office here in Quincy. 

Want further proof that women have made signifi- 
cant strides serving in.city government? _ 

In the first 110 years of Quincy as a city government 
(from 1889 to 1999), 20 women served in municipal 
office. The first was Mabel Adams who served on the 
school committee from 1896 to 1904. There’s an ap- 
propriate exhibit on Mabel in the museum space on 
the first floor of the James R. McIntyre Government 
Center. 

The other 19 women who served in city government 
from. 1889 to 1999 were school committee members 
plus Austin, Condon-Walsh and Toland on the coun- 
cil. Toland has the-distinction of serving on both the 
school committee and city council. 

The rise of women in elective office locally has 
been much more meteoric in the last 12 years. Since 
2003, another nine women have been elected in city 
government: they are Alicia Gardner (Ward 6), Marga- 
ret Laforest (Ward 1), Hughes (Ward 5), Liang (coun- 
cillor at-large) and school committee members Elaine 


Dwyer, Anne Mahoney, Emily Lebo, Barbara Isola _ 


and Kathy Hubley. 


Women in government is not only a ional trend. It’s 


_ happening at the state and local levels. Of the state’s 
five elected Constitutional officers, three are held by 


women: Atty. General Maura Healey, Auditor Suzanne 
Bump and Treasurer/Receiver General Deb Goldberg. 
Let’s not forget that the lieutenant governor. — who is 
not directly elected by the voters — is also a woman 
(Karyn Polito.) 

At the federal level there are scores of woman sena- 


tors and U:S. representatives. 
And there are many who think the next president 
_will be a woman — Hillary Clinton. 


But back to Quincy. 


While women have made considerable progress in 
_ -holding local office here, women also hold an advan- 


tage in the number of registered voters. According to 
the city clerk’s office, there are approximately 55,210 
registered voters in Quincy. Of that number, 28,853 
are listed as female and 24,440 are listed as male. 
More than 1,800 catia i indicate no gender pref- 
erence. 

The one political mountain woman have not scaled 


- in Quincy yet is the mayor’s office. 


Count new City Council President Kirsten Hughes 
among those who believe Quincy will elect a woman 
mayor someday relatively soon. 

“Yes, definitely. There’s just more female engage- 


ment politically anyway and I definitely see at the lo- _ 


cal level more women taking part. We will Mares 
have a female mayor,” Hughes says. 


There are some who also think Hughes will make.a — 


bid for the mayor’s office some day. 

“IT would never say no,” she told us. “I’m open to 
other political opportunities some day but right now I 
am very happy where I am and just doing the job as a 
city councillor and council president, she says.

Koch 
served as Sheets’s executive secretary before becom- 
ing the director of the Park, Forestry and Cemetery 
Department — the same position his late father Richard 
Koch, Sr. held for many years.

Others believe Koch will run again for a sixth term _ 


in 2019. Completing a sixth term would give Koch 16 
years as Quincy’s mayor and set a new longevity may- 
oral mark. Koch, who just turned 53 years old, would 
be only 61 years old if he were to serve eight more 
years. 

If you think 16 years is a bile time to serve as mayor 


‘ of a large city, consider Thomas Menino who served as 


Boston’s mayor for 20 years — an unprecedented five 
terms for that city. Menino was 71 when he left office 
in January of 2014 and may have sought a sixth four- 
year term if he had not had health issues. 

Anyone listening to Koch’s inaugural address Jan. 4 
got the impression the mayor may be setting his politi- 
cal sights past the next four years. He outlined an am- 
bitious agenda focusing on the city’s ae anniversary 
as a settlement in 2025. 

‘Who'll be the mayor for that historic milestone? 

Only time-will tell. ;

~ Human Papilloma Virus |

HPV is a group of more 


than 150 associated viruses. | 
_ Each HP virus is given a 


3 number. which is called its 
HPV type. HPV is named 


for the. warts (papillomas) — 
that some HPV types can = 
- Cause. : 


Some other HPV types 
can lead to cancer, particu- 
larly cervical cancer. Thete 
are more than 40 HPV types: 
that can infect the genital 
areas of males and females. 
HPV is transmitted through 
intimate skin-to-skin con- 
tact. You can get HPV by 
having vaginal, anal, or 
oral sex with someone who 
has the virus. It is most fre- 
quently spread during vagi- 
nal or.anal sex. — 

_ HPV is the most common 
sexually transmitted infec- 
tion (STI). Anyone who is 
sexually active can get HPV, 
even if you have had sex 
with only one person. HPV 
is so widespread that nearly - 
all sexually active men and 
women get it at some point 


. in their lives. HPV can be 
passed even when an infect- — 


ed person has no signs or 
symptoms. You can develop 
symptoms years after you 
have sex with someone who 
is infected, making it dif- 
ficult to identify when you 
first became infected. 

In the majority of. the 
cases, HPV goes away on 
its own and does not cause 
any health complications. 
But when HPV does not go 
away, it can cause health 
problems like genital warts 
and cancer. Genital warts 
usually appear as a small 
bump or groups of bumps in 
the genital area. They can be 
small or large, raised or flat, 
or shaped like a cauliflower. 

‘A healthcare provider 
can usually diagnose warts 
by examining the genital 
area. Cervical cancer usual- 
ly does not have symptoms

cancers of the vulva, vagina, 
penis, anus, and oropharynx 


(cancers of the back of the’ 


throat, including the base of 
the tongue and tonsils). 
Statistics reveal that ev- 
ery year, over 27,000 wom- 
en and men are affected by 
a cancer caused by HPV— 
that’s a new case every 20 
minutes. Cancer often takes 
years, even decades, to de- 
velop after a person gets in- 


’ fected with HPV. 
The types of HPV that: 
can cause genital warts are. 


different from the types of 
HPV that can cause cancers. 


“There is no way to know 


which people who have 
HPV infections will develop 
cancer or other diseases. 
People with weakened im- 
rune systems (including in- 
dividuals with HIV/AIDS) 


‘may be less able to fight off 


HPV and more prone to de- 


veloping subsequent health 
problems. 
Cervical cancer can be 


. detected with reutine cervi- 


cal cancer screening (Pap 


test). The Pap test can find 
’ abnormal cells on the cervix 


so that they-can be removed 
before cancer develops. Ab- 
normal cells often convert 
back to normal over time, 


but can sometimes turn into 


cancer. These cells can usu- 
ally be treated, depending 
on their severity and on the 
woman’s age, past medical 
history, and other test re- 
sults. 


An HPV DNA test, 


which can find certain HPV 


types on a woman’s cervix, 
may also be used with a Pap 
test in certain cases. Even 
women who were vaccinat- 
ed when they were younger 


- need regular cervical cancer 


screening because the vac- 
cines do not protect against 
all cervical cancers. 

. There is no routinely rec- 
ommended screening test 
for anal or penile cancer, as 
well as no approved test to 
find early signs of oropha- 
ryngeal cancer. Also, while 
there is no routine screen- 
ing test for HPV-associated 
diseases other than cervical 
cancer, you should visit your 
doctor regularly for check- 
ups. Most of-these cancers 
could be prevented by HPV 
vaccination at ages 11-12. 

' HPV vaccine is essential 
because it protects against 
cancers caused by human 


‘papillomavirus (HPV) infec- 


tion. Nearly 80 million peo- 


ple—about one in four—are - 
currently infected with HPV’ 
in the United States. About ~ 
14 million people, including 
teens, become infected with 
HPV each year. 

The HPV vaccine is sug- 
gested for preteen boys and 
girls at age 11-or 12 so they 
are -protected before ever 
being exposed to the virus. 
HPV vaccine also produces 
a more robust immune. re- 


‘sponse during the preteen 


years. Finally, older teens 
are less likely to get heath © 
check-ups than preteens. If 
your teen hasn’t gotten the 
vaccine yet, talk to their . 
doctor or nurse about get- 
ting it for them as soon as 


' possible. 


All kids. who: are 11 or 
12 years old should get the 
three-dose series of HPV - 
vaccine to protect against 
HPV. Teen boys and girls 
who did not start or fin- 
ish the HPV vaccine series 
when they were younger 
should get it now. Young 
women can get HPV vaccine 
through age 26, and young 


men can get» vaccinated 


through age 21. The vaccine 
is also recommended for any 
man who has sex with men 
through age 26, and for men ~ 
with compromised immune 


_ systems. (including HIV) 


through age 26, if they did 


‘not get HPV vaccine when 
~ they were: younger.

Households with children 
should’ consider drawing 
a floor plan of your home, 
marking two ways out of 
each room, including win- 
dows. and doors.

In some cases, smoke or 
fire may prevent you from 
éxiting your home or apart- 
ment building. Residents 
of high-rise and apartment 
buildings. may be safer “de- 
fending in place.” To pre- 


pare for an emergency like — - - 


this, practice “sealing -your- 


- self in for safety” as part of 


your home fire escape plan. 
Close all doors between 
you and the fire. Use tow- 
els to seal the door cracks ~ 
and cover air vents to keep 
smoke from coming in. _ 
If possible, open your 
windows at the top and bot- 
tom so fresh air can get in, 
only after making sure that . 
the door is closed between 
yourself and-the fire. Call 
the fire department to report 
your exact location. Wave 
a flashlight or light-colored

Officials need to a take 
an “educated look” at school 


redistricting to help allevi-. 


ate overcrowding, School 
Committee Vice Chairman 
Paul Bregoli said in a recent 
interview while also mak- 
ing the case for adding new 
sports and-a band’ program 
for middle school students. 

- Bregoli, 67, was elected 
vice chairman of the school 
board by his peers on Jan. 4. 
A longtime Quincy Public 
Schools educator and coach, 
he is starting a second four- 
year term on the commit- 
tee; he does not plan to seek 
re-election when the seat is 
contested again in 2019. 
Following his election 
to the vice. chairmanship, 


Bregoli outlined. seven ini- _ 
. tiatives he. hoped the com- 


mittee would address during 
his two years in the post, 
including the need for re- 


districting as the city and — 
school population contin- 


ues to grow. In the recent 
interview, Bregoli said the 
. School Committee can- 
not do the redistricting in a 
haphazard fashion and must 
consider future en 
growth. 

“There are a couple of 
schools that are overcrowd- 
ed — they’re reaching their 
maximum. I think if we 
don’t take a look at where 
the population is increasing 
and where we’re low and 
try to fix it by just moving 


a couple lines, then we’re’ 


not doing our jobs,” Bregoli 
Said. 
“There is a trickle-down. 
It’s almost like a domino ef- 
fect. If you move a line over 
here, you have to push some 
kids over here. It’s some- 
‘thing you really, really have 
_ to take an educated look at. 


You just can’t do it haphaz-— 


ardly. You have to see where 


® the families are, where the 


kids are... You can’t just say 
we’re going to move this 
line over from here to over 
there; maybe it won’t impact 
~ any kids, maybe you won’t 
impact any families.” 

‘As an example, Brego- 


li noted the Merrymount 


. School is among those with 


high enrollments. To help 


- alleviate that issue, he said 
the committee could pos- 
sibly redistrict the area in 


: _ the vicinity of the new Cen- 
. tral Middle School, shift- 


ing those students from the 
Merrymount School to the 
. Bernazzani School, but not 
without weighing the im- 
pact on the latter. 

“In terms of mileage, if 
you look at where they’re 
going they might be better 
off going to Bernazzani. Can 
you do that? Is Bernazzani 
overcrowded too? That’s 
‘what you have. to look at,” 
Bregoli explained. 

“You just can’t mové a 
line to take those kids away 
from Merrymount and put 
them over in Befnazzani 


- ball, 
baseball. Not one of those . 


and make a problem worse 


- at Bernazzani. So you really 


have to look at it very care- 
fully and it’s not something 
that’s going to be done hap- 
hazardly or without a lot of 
thought.” 


Bregoli attended ‘Chingy | 


Public Schools growing up 
and graduated from North 
Quincy High School in 
1966. While in the system 


-as a student, he noted there 


were numerous opportuni- 
ties for middle school. ath- 
letics — an area he also ad- 
dressed during his remarks 
Jan. 4 — that are ‘no a 
offered. 

Oty alayed junior high 
school football, junior high 
school soccer, I could. play 
junior high school. basket- 
junior high school 


programs exists anymore. 
Not one,” Bregoli said, not- 
ing the school system does 
offer middle. school cross. 


‘country, volleyball, swim- 


ming, tennis and wrestling. 
Adding new programs 
would help serve as a farm 
system for the high school 
programs, Bregoli said. 
“We don’t have a true 


. feeder system anymore for 


the high schools,” he stated. 
“There are a lot of basket- 
ball programs in the city 
but there are no feeder sys- 


‘tems that go specifically to 


our high schools. You have 
Presidents basketball, you 
have Sacred Heart basket- 
ball, the Y league, St. John’s 
and all those leagues that 


_ have teams, but everybody 


is doing their own thing so 
when the kid finally reaches 
the point where they’re go- 
ing to high school, you don’t 
know what you’re going to 
get.” 

The volleyball teams at 
the two high schools have 
benefited from the middle 
school program, Bregoli 


said; as well as the Mass . 


Patriots Volleyball Club 


‘founded by those involved 


with the school programs. 
“It’s no secret why the 


volleyball. program is so. 


strong. They have a feeder 


‘system and the Mass Pats 


— that’s a program that was 
initiated by the volleyball. 


‘coaches in the city,” ita ne 


said. 
Likewise, Bregoli would 
like to see a band: that stu- 


-dents from each of the city’s 


five middle schools could 


‘ participate in. From there, 
he would like to see each . 


school have its own band as 
opposed to sharing a band. 
Students in those bands 
should also have full uni- 
forms, he said. 

Bregoli said _participa- 
tion in the band program is 
a way to additional oppor- 


_ tunities for students as they 


look for college. His niece, 


for example, was an athlete 
in growing up in’ Orlando . 


who also played the trom- 
bone. She received a schol- 


arship to play the trombone 
at the University of Central 
Florida and went on to get a 
doctorate in music from the 
University. of Kansas. 


“There are opportunities — 
- for kids and if we don’t do 


the job here that: we’re sup- 
posed to do in terms of giv- 
ing them all we can in terms 
of being a real band, they 
lose out,” Bregoli said. 
He noted the music pro- 
gram has made great strides 
in recent years under the 
leadership of Elizabeth Hal-- 
lett, the school system’s 
coordinator for high school 
curriculum and programs. | 
“A lot of credit goes to 
Beth Hallett for hiring some 
terrific, just outstanding, 
people in the music area the 
last several years. They’ve 
made a difference — a huge 


difference — both at the el- © 


ementary and middle school 
levels,” Bregoli said. 
“They have a jazz band 
that Joe Salvucci © runs, 
which is like phenomenal. I 
suggested they have a band 


camp. They had a band camp 


this summer for the first time 


ever. At the Thanksgiving - 


Day game, that was the first 
time they’ ve had a marching 
band on the field at a foot- 
ball game in 20 years. We 
are making some progress 
and the kids sound great — I 
think they sound terrific.” 
Bregoli also believes vot-. 
er registration should be a 
requirement for high school 


~ students. 


“It’s not a hard thing to. 
do. Somebody from the City 


-Clerk’s Office comes down 


and has a voter registration,” 
he said. “The reason I’d like 
to see it done is because 


- when I was knocking doors, 
even a lot of my kids who I 


had or who I knew, weren’t 


registered to vote. I used to » 


go up to City Hall, take a 
voter registration form and 
have it in my car and actu- 
ally registered kids to vote 
and even adults.” 

Overall, Bregoli said the 
Quincy Public School sys- 
tem is in a good place, cred- 
iting School Superintendent 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro 
and his leadership team for 
the effort they put in. 

“T think the school system 
is in a good place. I really 
do,” Bregoli said. “[DeCris- 
tofaro and the leadership 
team] are incredibly intelli- 
gent, they’re hard working, 


they’re professionals and 


it’s*a good group of people 
because they really are in- 
vested in the school system. 
The superintendent loves 
the school system. It really 
and truly is his whole life. 1 
never appreciated him until” 
I started to work with him.” 
Bregoli attended the 
University of Massachu- 
setts Amherst. It was there 


~ that he: met fellow student 


Paul Harold, the late city 
councillor and ‘state sena- 
tor who Bregoli said left a 


* 
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lasting impression on. him 
and was a dear friend after 
being named vice chairman 
Jan. 4. 

In the recent interview, 
Bregoli_ recalled returning 
from Quincy in 1972 after 
teaching outside the city 
for two years and seeing a 


sign that read “Paul Harold, 


Councillor Ward 1”. while 
driving along Sea Street. 
Bregoli volunteered to help 
out on that. campaign, and 
the others that followed. 


“From that point on I- 


was with him in every cam- 


paign,” Bregoli said. “I was 
his treasurer for just about 
all those years: When he ran 
for state Senate I was. his 
Braintree coordinator and 


_one time I was his campaign 


manager, but that was really 
like in name only because he 
ran his own campaigns. He 
really did. He was a smart 
politician and he knew what 
he wanted to do and what he 
wanted to say.”

“L.used to have to ‘plot 
ways to get in and out of the 
school. I would try to avoid

Today, our community’s 
deep commitment to pub- 
lic education remains, with 
good class sizes, outstand- 
ing educators, and excellent 
academic programs.

working to inspire that love 
of learning at the heart of a 
good education. 


Our school committee 


recently acknowledged the

Too of- 
ten, these requirements 
strain to fit every student in 
a same identical box, when 
we all know that every child 
is unique.

teachers. 

Most members of the 
board have no educational 
credentials, let alone never 
having stepped foot in a

tem to a plumber telling a 
heart surgeon how to oper- 
ate on a patient, I suggest 
our legislators take steps to 
ensure that all members of 
the board of education have 


some type of educational 


experience. . 

Teachers are unique. 
Their reward is not in the 
paycheck they receive every 
two weeks, but rather in the 
excitement they see in their 
students’ eyes when they 
finally master a concept. 


-Sometimes, those . rewards 


come years later, when a 
former student returns to 
thank a teacher for all they 
had done for him/her. 

Four years ago, I was 
fortunate to be elected to the 
School Committee. Since 
that time, with the help of 
my colleagues, much has 
been accomplished: 

¢ We completed the ini- 
tiative put forth by former 


School Committee member - 


JoAnn Bragg making com- 
munity service a high school 
graduation requirement;

¢ Health educators have 
been returned to both high 
schools; 

e Athletic trainers have

school to service athletes in 
immediate need of attention 
following an injury; 

e Concerns about. non- 
resident students have been 
addressed with the hiring 
of an additional attendance 
officer. In addition, system- 
wide verification of residen- 
cy is now happening with 
each transition between 
levels. As a result of these 


efforts, last year alone 50 


non-resident students were 
dismissed at an approximate 
savings to the taxpayer of 
$750,000, 

* I urged CPR to be taught 
to our students at the middle 
school level.

However, there is a say- 
ing that “if what you did 
yesterday looks good to you 
today, then you haven’t done 
much today!” 

We as a committeé, as 
a school system, cannot be 
satisfied. Rather, we must 
continue to identify defi- 
cits and shortcomings that 
confront the school system 
and find solutions, because 
“if you are not part of the 
solution, you are part of the 
problem.” — 

Going forward, I would 
propose my colleagues ex- 
plore the following: 

1. Require students at 
both high schools to register 
to vote; 

2. Continue, with the 
guidance of Beth Hallett, 
the expansion of our high 
school band, totally outfit- 
ted, along with.the creation 
of.a middle school ee 
band;

Says School Vice Chairman Paul Bregoli

~ Paul Bregoli, who was 
unanimously elected as the 
new vice chairman of the 
School Committee, stated in 
his acceptance speech that 
there is a need to create a 


subcommittee to review is- . 


sues including changing di- 
visions, leagues or combin- 
ing teams to ensure a proper 
competitive situation for the 
city’s two high schools. 
Bregoli feels the discus- 
sion should begin as soon as 
possible. He thinks that the 
current situation is dimin- 
ishing the student-athlete 
experience at Quincy and 
North Quincy high schools. 
“Our kids are being im- 
pacted negatively. We need 
to act as advocates for them 


to improve their competitive . 


situation,” said Bregoli. 
The first issue - involves 
divisions which are estab- 


lished by the MIAA. Cur- 


rently, most teams from 
North Quincy and Quincy 
are in Division 1. Only 20 
percent of the students at 
‘North participate in sports. 
When teams from North or 


‘Quincy make the tourna- 
ments, they often face larger - 


schools with significantly 
higher rates of participation. 
It is an unfair situation.- 
“Fhe MIAA establishes 
its divisions based on a five- 
year cycle,” said Bregoli. 
“This year is the end of 
the current five-year cycle. 
The MIAA will decide new 
divisions this year. Both 


- schools belong in Division 


2..The athletic directors. at 
both schools should have 
proposals which present the 


case for changing divisions. : 


I assume the work has been 
done and the MIAA will 


- make the correct de¢ision.” 


The second issue con- 
cerns a possible change of 
leagues. Currently, North 
and Quincy are inthe Patri- 
ot League. The problem of a 
proper competitive situation 
is more urgent at North. Be- 


. cause: of declining numbers. 


in the athletic programs, 
North is finding it increas- 
ingly difficult to compete in 
several sports. 
The football team won 
one game. The boys soccer 
team went winless. The girls 
and boys basketball teams 
were each winless in their 
first six games. There is a 
good chance the boys hock- 
ey team will not haveenough 
players for a team next year. 
In 2014, North struggled to 
find enough players to field 


a softball team. The base-: 
ball and softball teams are 


playing schedules which do 
not include games against 
teams from the large-school 
division of the league, the 


Keenan Division, in favor of - 


more non-conference games 
which offer North a greater 
chance to be.competitive. 
“In my opinion, North 
Quincy does not belong in 
the Patriot League. Quincy 
High may feel- differently, 
but I think North should se- 
riously consider a change of 
leagues,” said Bregoli. 

. Bregoli suggests the 
Greater Boston League as 
an alternative. The GBL 
presently includes Ever- 
ett, Malden, Medford and 
Somerville. 

“I think we should take 


a look at the Greater Bos-_ 


ton League,” said Bregoli. 
“T think our teams compare 
well with them.-It would 
keep us more local and 
avoid long bus rides like the 
one to Plymouth. Their par- 
ticipation. rate is around 20 
percent which is where we 
are. Duxbury is between 80 
and 90 percent.'That’s not a 
fair situation for our kids.” 
To be sure, there have 
been successful sports teams 
at North in recent years. The 
girls soccer team, - which 


is coached by Bregoli, has’ 


made the tournament in: 15 
of the last 20 years. -The 
boys and girls volleyball 
teams are annual tournament 
contenders. The boys bas- 
ketball team enjoyed a great 


run from 2012 to 2015. The - 


girls basketball team made 
the tournament in 2014. 
However, the overall 
trend has been towards low- 
er turnouts for most teams 
which makes competing in 


the Patriot League difficult. 


“T don’t think it’s cyclical 
either. I don’t think the num- 
bers are coming back,” said 
Bregoli. “The demographics 
at the school are against it. 
I don’t think it has anything 
to do with user’s fees. Any 
student who qualifies for a 


free or subsidized lunch is 


exempt.from a user fee to 
play sports.” 
' The third issue Bregoli 
would like to further explore 
is combining teams from the 
two city high schools. Cur- 
rently, the co-op girls hockey 
team from North and Quin- 
cy is enjoying success. The 


‘ boys’ lacrosse team will be 


a co-op club this spring. Co- 

op teams have worked well 

in swimming and track. 
“I think it’s a good way 


to go. What I would ‘like 


to find out this year is the 
specific criteria the MIAA 
requires before it approves 
combining two teams,” said 
Bregoli. . 

_ The over-riding issue is 
competition. The worst ex- 
perience for an athlete is a 
situation in which he or she 
is not competitive in a game, 
or worse, in several games 
during a season. It drains the 


_ joy out of playing spor 


“I’m not looking for un- 
defeated seasons or league 
titles. I’m looking for a more 
competitive situation for our 
kids. Not being competitive 
is not good for their mental 
health or self esteem,” said 
Bregoli. 

There is also. the in- 
creased risk of injury. North 
has been forced to use a 
number of underclassmen to 
field teams in contact sports. 
It is unfortunate if an athlete 
does not have the skill-set to 
compete on the varsity level. 
It is dangerous if the player 
is not sufficiently developed 
physically to protect him- 
self or herself on the playing 
field. 

“If you have a -prob- 
lem dribbling a basketball. 
You might turn- the ball 
over. That’s one thing. But 


_ if you’re not big or strong 


enough to go up for a re- 
bound, you might end up 
‘with a concussion,” said 
Bregoli. “We need to do a 
better job for our student- 
athletes.”

In their letter to the DEA, 
the Senators noted that 
“over 70% of adults who

“many- patients filling le- 
gitimate prescriptions for 
opioids aren’t using all of 
those medications.” This 
leaves the remaining quanti- 
ty subject to misuse by other 
people, often by youth in the 
home or neighborhood who 
might not otherwise be ex- 
posed or become addicted 
to opioids. The Centers for 
Disease Control (CDC) re- 


ported earlier this year that 
people misusing opioid pre- 
scriptions are 40 times more 
likely to eventually begin 
using heroin.

; -motish the structure, ciling 
concerns over. its structural 


integrity. 

Hughes, whose district 
includes. Wollaston Cen- 
ter, said-she would support 
plans fora new performing 
arts center. in the city. and 
preserving the Wollaston 
Theatre for future use, if-a 
feasible plan were put for- 
ward to do so. 

“We don’treally have that 
(a performing’ arts center) 
here and that’s something 
that is close to my heart, but 
I’m not as wedded to the fact 
that it has to be there in that 
location,” Hughes said. “But 
I think-if that’s something 
that works — that we feel we 


’ can do —I’m certainly happy 


to listen to any proposals or 


‘be open to talking about it to 


anybody.” 


The cost of renovat-— 


ing’ the ‘theater, which first 
opened in 1926 and has re- 


mained closed since 2003, 


was estimated at upwards 
of $7 million in 2009, when 
Street-Works opted out of an 
agreement to purchase and 
restore the historic building. 

Hughes had the oppor- 
tunity to tour the building 
recently. 

“Tt is in bad shape,” she 
said. “When people say 
‘a lot of things are in bad 
shape,’ I’m not a builder, 
that’s not my area of exper- 
tise, but it looked pretty bad

In her remarks following 
her election to the council 
presidency, Hughes _ said 
the body would work with 
the mayor and Gov. Charlie 
Baker’s administration to 
encourage economic devel- 
opment in the city. 

One way the council 
could do that, Hughes sug- 
gested in -the recent inter- — 
view, would-be to take a 
look at zoning regulations 
in areas where development _ 
could be encouraged. The 
City Council last approved 
changes to the zoning code 
in June 2011, before Hughes 
was elected. 

The Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council in 2013 
released a-report on rede- 
veloping Wollaston Center, 
which called for changes 
to the zoning code, such as 
allowing taller buildings © 
and requirements for fewer 
parking spaces per project. 

“One of the things we 
talked about in my own 
ward, in Wollaston, is mak- 


‘ing that a more attractive 


place to developers in terms 
of changing height requir- 
ments in the area, parking 
changes. I know the mayor 
talked about that in his ad- 
sort of reimagin- 
ing the parking and traffic 
situation here in the city,” 
Hughes said. — 

“The table really has to be 
set for developers to come

.I know they did it before 


I came on the council —at

he city lost an esteemed member-cf the community 


Dec. 24 with the passing of former Quincy Public 


Schools Supt. Eugene Creedon. 


--During his more than 40 years in education, Gene | 
‘served the QPS system as a teacher, principal, assis- 


tant superintendent and superintendent. The 80-year-old 
proud lifelong Quincy resident retired in 2001 after nine 
years as superintendent. 

Gene - always kind and gracious — shared his accom- 


plishments with his predecessors and current staff. Re- 
marking on his career in an interview with the late John ~ 


Noonan in a Quincy Sun article dated Nov. 1, 2001, Gene 
said any success and achievement he had serving Quincy 
schools “is due largely to those who have served before 
me, and because of the cooperation received from par- 
ents, students, teachers, staff and Quincy city officials.” . 


The feeling of respect was mutual. Those who served | 
with Gene held firmly that his leadership was the driving. 


force and ultimately the reason for progress in the city,’s 
school system. x 

Gene was also-a historian of the school system and 

‘noted he shared similar views on the matter of qual- 

ity education with Quincy’s first school superintendent, 
Francis W. Parker, who was appointed in 1875. . 

“The same comments about students not being able to 
read, write and spell leveled at Supt. Parker in the early 
days of the public school system, we hear about iain s 
students.” 

He placed great emphasis on the importance of pro- 
viding a strong core of liberal arts subjects coupled with a 
technical education for students in developing vocational 
skills. 

“Why wait until students are in the 10th grade to intro- 
duce them to good literature and develop an apereciaeie 
for the arts,” he asked. 

“If you were to ask me see now what is it that defines 
the soul of America, you would find that of all the things 
people have done to draw strengths, demonstrate love 


of country and unity, you would find many soul compo- 


nents. 

“You see it in the signs, symbols, songs like God Bless 
America, America the Beautiful, Let There be Peace on 
Earth. It is being done in many cases through music, 


drama, the dance and patriotic displays such as flying the 


American flag and singing the National Anthem. It is be- 
ing done through the arts and religion. 

“If we didn’t have all these wonderful components,” 
Gene continued, “we would not have the opportunity to 
express our feelings the way the American public does 
today in the time of crisis.” 

Gene Creedon touched many lives during his distin- 
guished career in education, including thousands of stu- 
dents, teachers and administrators in the Quincy Public 
Schools. One of those individuals is current School Supt. 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro — a former student of Gene’s 
who succeeded him as superintendent 15 years ago. 

At last week’s School Committee meeting , Dr. DeCris- 
tofaro offered a kind and eloquent tribute to his friend 
and former mentor. 

The text of that tribute follows: 

Superintendent Eugene Creedon served in so many 
roles in his over forty years in Quincy Public Schools. 
He began as an English teacher at Point Junior High

School, became the first lay Principal of St. Ann’s, then 
on to Principal at the Parker Elementary School, where 


he made sure that there was always “humane treatment 


of little folk,” as the Mayor mentioned in his inaugural - 


speech, quote from Colonel Francis Parker. 

Gene then became the Principal of Broad. Meadows 
Middle School, Director of Elementary and Secondary 
Schools, Assistant Superintendent of Schools and Pro- 
grams. and then was appointed Superintendent of Quincy. 
Public Schools for Kindergarten through Grade 14 at the 
time, including Quincy College, where he served and ad- 
ministered so successfully until his retirement. 

As I perused his personnel file; I was not surprised by 


the many accolades written about who he was and his © 


leadership from former Superintendents Larry Creedon, 
John Osterman, and Bob Ricci, as well as so many par- 
ents, administrators, colleagues, teachers, and students. 
Gene was always proud of his Kendall Street/North Quin- 
cy roots and full of his passion for teaching and always 
sharing his gift and love of drama and the arts, personally 


_ directing so many. musical productions and plays. 


Staff and colleagues described Gene as a true friend, 
excellent leader, and a Principal who made.a lasting im- 
pression on all students. They praised him for always be- 
ing collaborative, thoughtful, and coricerned about all in 
his care — sensitive, trusted, loved, admired, and an advo- 
cate for the self-confidence and self-esteem of students. 

A student once wrote about him “He instilled in all a 
will for us to da better” and “A day never passed that he 
did not make a student feel ten feet tall.” I was one of his 


Point Junior students and an eventual colleague and feel yg 
so very fortunate to have had such a wonderful teacher 7% 


and mentor.

American Dietary Guidelines —

released that encourage 
Americans to adopt a series 


- of recommendations to im- 


prove their eating habits, in 
order to reduce obesity and 
avert chronic diseases like 
_ Type 2 diabetes, hyperten- 
sion, and heart disease. — 

The, 2015-2020 Dietary 
Guidelines for Americans is 
the nation’s reliable resource 
for evidence-based nutrition 
proposals and assists in pro- 
‘viding the general public, 
as well. as policy makers 
and health _ professionals 
with the data they need to 
help people make informed 
choices about their diets at 
~ home, school, work and in 
their communities. 

The major goal for the 


2015 Dietary Guidelines. 


Advisory Committee, autho- 
rized by the U.S Department 


_- of Agriculture and HHS 


was to look at healthy diets 
overall, not just individual 
‘nutrients. The committee 
examined three dietary pat- 
terns: healthy U.S. style, 
Mediterranean and vegetar- 
‘ian eating patterns. In the 
latest sanctions, fruits. and 
vegetables are encouraged, 
sugar takes a hit, fat content 
changes, eggs win a pardon 
(the advisory committee is 


taking back its 2010 rec- 


ommendation to limit cho- 
lesterol intake to 300 -mil- 
ligrams per day), and meat 
loses ground. 

The advisory committee 


_ suggests that a healthy diet . 


is high in vegetables and 
fruits, whole grains, low-fat 
and nonfat dairy, seafood 
- and legumes and nuts. It’s 
moderate in alcohol (for 
adults). It’s lower in red and 
processed meats. It’s de- 


creased in sugar-sweetened . 


foods and drinks and refined 
grains such as white bread, 
pasta and pizza crust. 
According to the com- 
mittee it’s not just about 
lessening certain foods, but 
‘also modifying to healthier 
options, like replacing satu- 
rated fats with polyunsatu- 
rated fatty acids. The impact 
of new guidelines is wide- 
spread, school lunch stan- 
dards will shift and nutrition 
labels will reflect revised 
daily values. In addition, 
experts say, the recommen- 
dations increase the burden 
on food manufacturers, res- 
taurants, stadiums and other 
food vendors to put out 
healthier products.

Dairy — Because it pro- 
vides calcium among other 
nutrients, dairy is a recom- 
mended part of the American 
diet. Skim milk and low-fat 
dairy are healthy choices. 

Coffee — The committee 
found strong evidence that 
moderate coffee consump- 
tion — three to five cups daily 
— does not pose a long-term 
health ‘hazard. Actually, it’s 
associated with a reduced 
tisk of Type 2 diabetes and 
cardiovascular disease, with 
a possible protective asso- 


- ciation for Parkinson’s dis- 
- ease risk.

in saturated fat. In itself, 
cholesterol in food doesn’t 


play a part in raising blood _ 
cholesterol levels. However, 
saturated and trans fats do 


contribute to high blood 
cholesterol, which is un- 
healthy for your heart. 

Eggs are recommended 
as an economical, low-cal- 
orie source of antioxidants, 
protein and nutrients, in- 
cluding choline — which may 
have inflammation-lowering 
and memory-improving 
benefits. Feople should still 
strive to eat as little dietary 
cholesterol as possible be- 
cause foods that are higher 
in dietary cholesterol, such 


as’ fatty meats and high- 


fat dairy products, are also 
higher in saturated fats. 
Lean meat and poultry 
— Lean meat, chicken and 
turkey are no longer favored 


foods. While lean meats are -

They make up noodles, pas- 
ta, crackers and some break- 
fast cereals. Whole grains 
are the preferred Choice and 
are a better source of fiber,

Red and _‘ processed 
meats — A vast change to 
the American diet is the 
recommendation to reduce 
red and processed meats. If 
you’re going to have steak, 
make sure it comes from a 
cow that’s grass-fed. We 
recognize that these ani- 
mals might have a little less 
saturated fat and a bit more 
omega-3 fatty acids. because 
of their diet. Avoid hav- 
ing steak every day; limit 
it to maybe once a week, or 
even better, a. oes times a 
month. 

Saturated fats — The 
recommendation is taking in 
less than 10 percent of total 


- daily calories from saturated 


fat. “Good” fat includes 
heart-healthy Omega-3 fatty 
acids like the kind found in 
some fish. Saturated fat’ or 
the “bad” kind that comes 
from meat, poultry and 
dairy can raise blood choles- 
terol, which might increase 
the risk for cardiovascular 
disease, weight gain, Type 2 
diabetes and cancer. 

Salt — Americans also 
continue to consume too 
much salt. The goal for the 


--general- population is less 


than 2,300 milligrams of 
dietary sodium per day. The 
advice.to manufacturers is to 
reduce sodium in their prod- 
ucts, and for consumers to 
replace salt with herbs and 
spices.- Adhering to guide- 


lines can help keep blood 


pressure under control. 

Alcohol — Alcohol con- 
sumed in moderation is ok. 
For women, that means no 
more than. one drink a day. 
For men, it’s two. 

The updated recommen- 
dations are general sugges- 
tions on what you. should 
consume to avoid illness 
and to maintain a ‘healthy 
weight. They outline the 
basics of a beneficial eating 
plan rather than an inflexible 
prescription, and encompass 
an. adaptable framework 
in which people can enjoy 
foods that meet their indi- 
vidual, cultural, and tradi- 
tional preferences and fit 
within their budget.

ocese of Boston. Steward, a 
' subsidiary of private equity. 
firm Cerberus Capital Man- 
agement, acquired Quincy 
Medical Center and Taun- 
ton’s Morton Hospital in 
separate 2011 agreements. 
_ As part of the 2011 


_. agreement to acquire Quin- 


. cy Medical Center, Steward 


agreed to maintain an acute - 


care hospital in the city until 
2021, though it could have 
closed as soon as 2018 un- 
der certain circumstances. 


Quincy Medical _ Center 


. closed in December 2014; 
the., emergency, department. 
remained open as a satel- 
lite facility operating under 
the license of the Steward- 
owned Carney | Hospital in 
Dorchester. 
“Steward failed to. abide 


by the commitment it had _ 
made to maintain an acute 


care hospital in Quincy,” 
Healey’s report stated. 


In January 2015, then-. 


Attorney General Martha 
Coakley reached an agree- 
ment with Steward regard- 
ing the hospital’s closure. 
Steward was required to 
maintain an emergency fa- 
cility in the city through the 
end of 2016 and offer ur- 
_ gent care and specialty and 
primary care services until 


at least Oct. 1, 2018, under - 


terms of the new deal. The 
company was also required 
to fund the relocation of a 
VA community outpatient 
clinic, which moved to 
Manet Community Health 
Center’s flagship location 
in North Quincy, and pro- 
vide: transportation services 
between the satellite ER, 
Manet’s facilities, Carney 
Hospital and Steward physi- 


Oct. 1, 2018. 


Healey’s report noted 
Steward did abide by the 


requirement to make certain - 
‘capital and other. expendi- 


tures at Quincy Medical 
Center. The company was 
required to make $34 mil- 
lion in such expenditures 
at the hospital through Oc- 


tober 2016 and the attorney - 


general’s report noted Stew- 


ard made $81.1 million in 


capital expenditures or ex- 


-penditure commitments to 
_ date, including a $38 million 


payment to “make creditors 
whole.” Excluding that $38 


million, Steward made or 
‘committed to making $43.1 


million in capital and other 


expenditures at the Whit- 


well Street hospital. 

The report from Healey’s 
office stated Quincy Medi- 
cal Center lost $5.4 million 
in fiscal year 2012, $20.5

Batteries, Window Frost Buildup, Bad Breaks 
Ask John Paul: AAA New England's Car Doctor 


JOHN PAUL 


It has a single CD slot and 
(believe it or not) a cassette 
tape slot along with many 
pre-sets for the radio sta- 


tions. The display went out | 


months ago but everything 
else works fine, just no dis- 
play, until this most recent 
frigid cold morning. I got 
in to start the car and the 
clock was showing! But, 


’ when I went back once the 


car had warmed up, it was 
gone again. Websites I’ve 
read, and mechanics I’ve 
spoken to, said once the 
display is gone it’s time to 
get a new radio as the dis- 
play will never return. Any 
ideas as to what it could be 
and if it can be fixed? 

It is possible to get it 
fixed but the cost may be 
more than a good quality re- 
placement radio with updat- 
ed features. More than like- 
ly there is a poor solder joint 
that opens up when the radio 
gets warm. There are sever- 
al shops online that do these 
repairs once you remove the 


radio. If this were my car 


and I was going to keep it I 
would get an upgraded radio 
with more modern features 
such as Bluetooth and iPod 
connections. 

My car has a problem 
with frost building up on 
the inside of the windows. 
The other day I needed to 
use an ice scraper to clean 
the side windows while the 
defroster was on. What is 
causing this? 

There is moisture getting 
in the car it could be from a 
leaking windshield or door 
gasket. The other possibil- 


. ity 18 that is the heater is set

on the recirculation setting 
rather than- fresh air setting 


which will catise moisture to 
build up in the car. Start by 
making sure the interior is 
as dry.as possible. Use a wet 
vacuum. and try to dry as 
much of the carpets as pos- 
sible.

These packets 
contain calcitim chloride or 
silica gel that will absorb 
any dampness. If the prob- 
lem continues then it is time 
to look for a water leak. 

I own a Volvo C70 and I 
don’t know if I’m just ex- 
periencing a series of bad 
breaks or-what; however, 
these are the issues.

This caused 
the wipers to start and the 
car to decelerate, clearly 
a Safety issue. Most re- 
cently I took the car in for 
the 65,000 mile check-up 
and they are saying I need 
a new crankshaft. I have 
only taken my vehicle to 
the dealer for service. I 
have also called the Volvo 
customer care for some ex- 
planation for the anti-skid 
and crankshaft issue since 
my vehicle is 3 years old. 
They could not provide 


" any real explanation; how- 


ever, did offer to provide 
a discount on the repairs. 
I do enjoy driving my ve- 
hicle and have always felt 
that Volvo was a top notch 
car manufacturer. My 
question for you is; are 
other Volvo C70 owners 
experiencing these issues? 

I did a little research 
and didn’t find any techni- 
cal service bulletins that 
would indicate any history 
of faults concerning a faulty 
crankshaft or problem with 
the stability control system. 
Even a check on Volvo fo- 
rums don’t show problems

_ | remember how a whoopie pie. e tasted 
back in the day. No matter’ how many I 
have tried since then, none can replicate the 
taste of how it used to be.

_ that sounded so good I just had to try it. 
FOR THE COOKIES: 
1% cups of flour — 


1/3 cup of vegetable oil 
¥, cup of molasses 
1 egg 
1/3 cup boiling water 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Stir to- 
gether flour, sugar, ginger, baking soda, 
cinnamon and salt in a large bowl. 
Then add oil, molasses and egg and mix 
well. Add boiling water and whisk until 
smooth. Drop dough in balls on to a cookie 


_ Sheet lined with parchment paper spacing 


one inch apart. 


Bake until puffed about 12 minutes. Let 


cool forabout 5 minutes and then transfer 


to wire rack. If you want to make these a 


day ahead of time they can be stored in an 
air tight container at room temperature. 
FOR THE FILLING: 


2.1/2 cups of powdered sugar 
1 eight ounce package of cream cheese , 


softened — 

¥% stick butter softened 

1 teaspoon of vanilla 

2 teaspoons heavy cream (you can use 
milk instead) 

Beat together powdered sugar, cream 
cheese, butter,-vanilla and cream (milk if 
you. are using it instead.) Beat until light 
and fluffy about 3 minutes. 

When cookies are cooled spread 1 table- 
spoon of filling onto-flat side of cookie then 
top with another cookie. Make the rest of 
the cookie sandwiches in the same manner. 
Chill for half hour before serving. 


Paleo Banana Mufflins

will make over the winter when you want

There is nothing like the smell of baked 
-goods straight from the oven and banana 
bread is one of those recipes that is so easy 
and good for you. Regular banana bread/ 
muffins calls for white flour and sugar. Both 
No No’s for those of you who are health 
conscious. If you substitute one thing for 
another, you can eat muffins and breads and 
things more often and not just as a “treat.” 

This banana bread recipe is a Paleo 


friendly recipe. It calls for almond flour and . 


coconut flour rather than wheat flour. That 
means it is GRAIN FREE as well.

Almond and coconut flour contain pro- 
tein and fiber as well as important nutri- 
ents like vitamin E and manganese, copper, 
magnesium, and iron (combined).. Almond 
flour has more fat while coconut flour has a 
bit more carbohydrates. Both are two dif- 
ferent flours, but can be used from baking to 


binding meatballs and thickening sauces. 
I use Honeyville brand. Almond flour 


since it is fluffy and less oily: Coconut 
. flours are all pretty much the same, just 


make sure you get finely ground. 
PALEO BANANA MUFFINS 
3 bananas (ripe) 
3 large eggs 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 tablespoon raw honey or Maple Syrup 


3 Tablespoons butter, ghee, or. organic 
shortening 


1 1/2 cups blanched almond flour 
2 tablespoons coconut flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon sea salt 

Place bananas, eggs, vanilla, and honey 
or syrup in blender and mix well. (I find 
this so much easier than mashing it all) In 
a separate bowl now, put in-flours, salt and 
soda. Combine the liquid into the bowl and 
mix until just combined. Don’t over mix. 
Place liners in muffin tins and spoon bat- 
ter into 12 tins. Bake until done at 350 for 
about 15-18 minutes. Do not over bake!

‘until clams, egg noodles and liquids are all 
well blended. 

They say you should not use grated 
cheese on seafood but I love it so, if you 
like, sprinkle Romano or Parmesan cheese 
over the noodles.

Urinary Incontinence is 


also known as loss of blad- 


_ der control or urinary leak- . 


age. Incontinence happens 
when urine leaks out before 
you can get to a bathroom. 
If you have urinary incon- 
tinence, you are not alone. 


- Millions of women have this 


challenge, especially asthey 
get older. Some women may 
lose a: few drops of urine 
when they cough, sneeze or 


- laugh. Others may feel an 


abrupt urge to urinate and 


cannot control it. Urine loss. 


can also occur during sexual 


activity and can cause im- 
mense emotional distress. | 


Urinary incontinence is typ- 


ically caused by problems 


with muscles and nerves 
that help to hold or pass 


_ urine. Incontinence happens. 
_if the bladder muscles. sud- 


denly contract or the sphinc- 
ter muscles are not strong 
enough to hold back urine. 

Urinary incontinence is 


- twice as common in women . 


as in’men, but both women 


-and men can’ become in- 


continent from brain injury, 
birth defects, stroke, diabe- 


tes, multiple sclerosis, and. 
physical changés east 


with aging. 

Some common ‘causes 
of Urinary Incontinence in 
women are: 

* Pregnancy — Unborm 


-babies push down on the 


bladder, urethra and pelvic 
floor muscles. This pressure 
may weaken the pelvic floor 


support and lead to leaks. 


or complications in passing 
urine. : 

* Childbirth — Labor and 
vaginal ‘birth can weaken 
pelvic floor support and 


damage nerves that control © 


the bladder. Most problems 
with bladder control during 
pregnancy and childbirth go 
away after the muscles have 
time to heal, usually 6 weeks 
after childbirth. ‘ 

© Menopause’ — After 
menopause, the body stops 


making the female hormone 


estfogen: Researchers think 
this loss of estrogen weak- 
ens the urethral tissue. 

Other causés that can af- 
fect women and men are: 

¢ Constipation — Prob- 
lems with bladder control 
can happen to people. with 
long-term constipation. 

* Medicines — Urinary 
incontinence may be a side 
effect of medicines such as 
diuretics (“water pills” used 
to treat heart failure, liver 
cirrhosis, hypertension, and 
certain - kidney ~ diseases). 
Hormone: replacement has 
been shown to cause ‘wors- 
ening urinary incontinence. 

° Caffeine and alcohol — 
Drinks ‘with ‘caffeine, such ~ 
as coffee or soda; cause the 
bladder to fill quickly. ane 
sometimes leak. 

* Infection - Infections of

_ '¢ Nerve damage — Dam- 
aged nerves may send sig- 
nals to the bladder at the 
wrong time, or not at all. 
Trauma or diseases such as 
diabetes and multiple sclero- 
sis can cause nerve damage. 
Nerves may also become 
damaged during childbirth. 
e Excess weight — Obe- 
sity and being overweight is 
also known to put pressure 
on the bladder and make in- 
continence worse, __ 
There are many varied 


types of urinary inconti- - 
‘ nence including: 


*Stress incontinence 
— Leakage happens _. with 
coughing, sneezing,’ ex- 
ercising, laughing, lifting 
heavy things, and _ other 
movements that place pres- 
sure on the bladder. This is 
the most common type of 


incontinence in women. It. 


is often caused by physical 
changes from pregnancy, 
childbirth, and menopause. 
It can be treated and some- 
times cured. 

°. Urge incontinence — 
This is sometimes called 
“overactive bladder.” Leak- 
age usually happens after a 


- strong, sudden urge to uri- 


nate. This may arise when 
you don’t expect it, such as 
during sleep, after drinking 
water, or when you hear or 
touch running water., . . 

* Functional incontinence 
~ People with this type of 
incontinence. may -have 


problems thinking, moving,. 
‘or speaking that keep them 
from reaching a toilet. For - 


example, a person with Al- 
zheimer’s disease may not 
plan a trip to the bathroom in 
time to urinate. A person in.a 
wheelchair may be unable to 
get to a toilet in time. 

* Overflow incontinence 
~ Urine leakage happens 
because the bladder doesn’t 
empty totally. Overflow in- 
continence is less common 
in women. 

¢ Mixed incontinence — 
This is two or more types of 
incontinence together (usu- 
ally stress and urge inconti- 
gee: 

* Transient, incoutinence 
— Urine leakage happens for 
a short time due to an illness

You may feel uncom-

if incontinence is frequent 
or is affecting your quality 
of life, it’s important to seek 
medical advice because uri- 
nary. incontinence may; in-.

to restrict your activities and

falls in older adults as they 
rush to the bathroom. Family © 
practitioners and internists 
can treat bladder problems.

Your doctor will ask 
you about your symptoms 
and take a medical history.

¢ Cystoscopy '— a doctor 
places a thin tube connected 
to a tiny camera in the ure- 
thra to look at the inside of 
the urethra and bladder. 

¢ Urodynamics — a doctor 
places a thin tube into your 
bladder and your bladder is 
filled with water. The doctor 
then measures the pressure 
in the bladder. cae 

There are many ways to 
treat urinary incontinence. 
Types of treatments include, 
behavioral therapy, medi- 


cines, for treatment of in- | 


fection or bladder control, 
devices, nerve stimulation, 
viofeedback, surgery, cath- 
eterization, dietary changes 
or combinations of several 
treatments. Your doctor will 
work with you to find the 
best treatment for you. If 
you’re embarrassed about 
a bladder control problem, 
you may try to cope on your 
own by wearing absorbent 
pads, carrying extra clothes 
or even avoiding going out. 
It’s important to contact ) 
your healthcare provider 
about symptoms and pos- 
sible remedies.

_ State - Representative 
Bruce Ayers (D — Quincy) 
testified at the State House 


_ Jan. 21 on legislation aimed 


at protecting consumers and 


improving the domestic .ani-, 


mal business. ; 

Ayers’ legislation, 
HB3266 “An Act relative to 
puppy mills,” was heard be- 
fore the Joint Committee on 
Municipalities and Regional 
Government. 

‘Ayers said the intent of 
his legislation ‘was.to protect 
animal health and welfare, 
and to ensure that puppies 
sold in Massachusetts come 
from responsible breeders. 

“Unfortunately, there are 
many puppy mills through- 
out the country that have 
thousands of breeding dogs 
that are deforabl and liv- 


ing in deplorable condi-— 


tions,” Ayers said. “Puppies 
are often kept in undersized 


_cages stacked on top of one 


another,,covered in feces. 
They are given poor quality 
food and water, and receive 
minimal vet care, resulting 
in pneumonia, heart disease, 
kidney disease, and others. 
This can result in substantial 
veterinarian bills for con- 


_ sumers.” 


“This bill holds puppy 


mane standard if they want 
to sell puppies in Massa- 
chusetts, and holds the bad 


_ breeders accountable,” Ay- 


ers stated. 
_Under Ayers’ proposed

legislation, breeders must 


provide pet stores in Massa- 


‘‘chusetts with the breeder’s 


information and USDA in- 
spection reports; animal 


health reports;and othergen- 


eral information. Pet stores 
must post this information 
on or near the animal’s cage. 
“Further, dogs and cats sold 
in Massachusetts must orig- 
inate from breeders who are 
USDA licensed, and have 
no direct violations of the 
Animal Welfare Act. 
Breeders located in Mas- 
sachusetts must meet the 
strict sanitary guidelines set 


forth by the Animal Welfare 
Act. 

According to- Ayers, the 
Department of Agricultural 
Resources will oversee en- 


forcement of. these stan- 


dards, as will local animal 
control officials...Breeders - 
and pet stores in-violation of 
these statutes will be subject 
to fines and potential loss of 
licensing. 

Ayers said the legislation 
he filed was based on re- 
search he has done on other - 
states nationally, including a 
Connecticut law, which had 
been worked on for 5 years 
by a panel of legislators, 


business owners, animal ad- .— 


vocates, and other interested 
parties. “We wanted to be 
sure to file something that 


_is good for all involved,” he 


said. “This bill not only pro- 
tects consumers, but small 
businesses.as. well.”

As my father occassionally did, I’m re-running: an 


- old column. This one first appeared Jan. 12, 2012 - four 


years ago. Dates in the column have been updated. 


“get a little nostalgic around this time every four years. 


The intense media coverage of the New Hampshire — 
presidential primaries — set for next Tuesday — reminds — 


me of the day I cast a ballot in the nation’s ari Presiden- 


- tial primary. 


It was 32 years ago — Feb. 28, 1984. I was an soar. 
graduate student at the University of New Hampshire 
in Durham. The campus is a popular campaign stop for 
Presidential contenders. Those visiting UNH during my 
time there included American civil rights activist Jesse 


Jackson, Ohio Sen. and astronaut John Glenn, Colorado © 


Sen. Gary Hart (1984 race) and Tennessee Sen. Howard 


_. Baker, Missouri Cong. Dick Gephardt and Arizona Gov. 


Bruce Babbitt (early stages of the 1988 campaign). Some, 
like Glenn and Baker, showed up at some of my politi- 


_ cal science classes without notice. We had a chance to 


converse with them and ask them direct eos about 
their candidacies. 


The parade of political: figures was capped off on 
commencement day in the spring of 1987. Vice Presi- 


‘dent George Bush — seeking the GOP nomination in 1988 


— was the commencement speaker. He arrived by heli- 
copter and landed adjacent to the football field where the 
ceremony was held. ~ 


Having a front row seat to Presidential politics can be 


interesting and exciting. But how engaged can one be in 
the politieal process if you’ re not registered to vote? 
I took care of that. 


Although I still resided in Braintree at the time, New 


Hampshire law does not require voters live a certain time 
in the state before being allowed to register there. So, 
after I got settled into my: freshman dorm in the fall of 


1983, I headed to Durham Town Hall to change my reg- 


istration. 


Primary day - — Tuesday, Feb. 28, 1984, was a snowy 


day in Durham. The voting precinct was located at the 
Oyster River Elementary School located a few miles 


from the main campus. As I walked to the school, the 
snow’s intensity picked up. 
Once I reached Oyster River, people were milling 


ik near the doors leading to the gymnasium. “Cam- 


paign workers,” I thought. 
‘Yes, but not all. 
One guy came up to me and introduced himself as a 


candidate from one of the Southern states - perhaps South 


Carolina. This guy was more like a publicity hound try- 
ing to find 15 minutes — or 15 seconds — of fame. 

I retreated indoors. A maze of voter booths filled the 
gym. The polling precinct buzzed with activity. Sample 
ballots were plastered on the walls. 

My first decision: what ballot should I take? 

As an undeclared (independent) voter, I had the option 


of taking a Democrat ballot or a Republican one. On the 


GOP side, it was a no-brainer. President Ronald Reagan 
was assured of re-nomination. No drama there. 
So, I took a Democrat ballot instead. 


It read more like a phone book. Name after name. 


Maybe 20 in all. 

Now what? : 

I scanned all the names. Some were familiar, most 
were not. 

Time to make a choice. And then I made it. After 
marking my paper ballot, I headed out the door and came 
across: some _ exit 
pollsters. I ignored 
their requests for my 
ballot selection. — 

That was personal, 
I reasoned. 

Besides, I wanted 
to tell my dad first. 

So, that night, I 
called home (reversed the charges from the dorm pay 
phone of course) and talked to my mom and then my 
dad.

It was my only swing in the batter’s box of New 


Hampshire presidential primary politics. 


And I felt like I had whiffed. 


McGovern finished tied with Seat Jackson for fourth — 


in the New Hampshire primary with five percent of the 
vote. Hart was first (37%), i grr second (28%), John 
Glenn third (12%). 

, Hart later won key primaries in Ohio and California 


but his momentum stalled after a famous exchange with 


Mondale during a debate. Mondale, commenting on 


_ Hart’s “New Ideas” platform, questioned the challenger 


by borrowing a fast-food ad slogan: “Where’s the beef?” 
The debate in part derailed Hart's campaign and Mon- 


dale eventually secured the nomination. 
: Thirty-two years later, my New Hampshire primary 


voting experience. would have made a 
better story had it helped propel. Hart 


coveted “Sunbeams” column,too. _ 
But at least I voted. And learned that 
casting a ballot is more important than 
always being on the winning side.

The MSBA 
is currently working with 
Quincy to replace the Ster- 
ling Middle School.

The catalytic converter 
failure is most likely a result 
of your Mitsubishi burning 
oil. The first and simplest 
check would be to ensure the 
‘positive crankcase ventila- 
tion (PCV) system is operat- 
ingeproperly. If the PCV sys- 
_ tem is not working properly, 

_this ‘can result in increased 
oil use. Oil consumption 
can also be a result of higher 
than normal engine tem- 
peratures, worn piston rings 
and damaged valve seals. At 
this point, I would have a 

repair shop perform a com- 
plete diagnostic check of 
the engine. This should also 
_ include cylinder leak down 
and compression tests: Re- 
garding the latest Outlander 
(2015 model), it’s a pretty 
good vehicle, packed with 
some great features and an 
outstanding warranty, but 
as a complete package I just 
feel a couple of years behind 
the competition. 
: Iam a 69 year-old wom- 
an who has re-entered the 
workforce (real estate 
sales) and I am trying to 
locate a used sedan, large 
or midsized, with AWD 
- and regular turn-key igni- 
tion. I would also prefer to 
have comfortable adjust- 
able driver seating with 
lumbar support and a tilt/ 
telescoping steering wheel 
without overly complicat- 
ed electronics. 

I would start with a later 
model Ford Taurus or Toy- 
ota Avalon. These cars are 
dependable, have a great 
all-wheel-drive system and 
should’ satisfy all of your 
requirements.

eight get oil fouled. What 
problems am I looking 
for? 


It is not uncommon on . 
this engine to see valve 
‘guide wear. As the valve 


guides wear, oil is sucked by 
the valve seals and ends up 
in the combustion chamber. 
I would perform a compres- 
sion test on the engine; if the 
compression is low in those 


two cylinders, you may’ be 


faced with an engine over- 
haul. In the short term, you 
could put in a slightly hotter 
spark plug or even a spark- 


plug anti-fouler. The anti-- 


fouler won’t solve the oil 
consumption problem, but 
will keep the plug clean and 
the engine from skipping. 

I have a 2016 F-150 and 
I have a problem keeping 
my interior windshield 
clean. Neither I nor my 
passengers smoke in my 
truck, but within a few 
days after washing my 
windshield, there is a film 
back on it similar to a 
smoke film. I’ve tried vari- 
ous cleaning solutions but 
none keep it clean any lon- 
ger than a few days. This is 
the only vehicle I’ve owned 


that this happens with. 


Any suggestions would be 
appreciated. 

This film on the inside of 
the windshield is from the 
outgassing of all the plas- 
tics and foam in your truck. 
I have found that there isn’t 


- much you can do other than 


clean the windshield peri- 
odically. My favorite glass 
cleaners (approved by my 
wife) are ZEP Glass cleaner, 
Invisible Glass, RainX and 


. Sprayway, with Sprayway 


getting the slight edge. Once 
the window is clean, follow 
up with a microfiber cloth. 
This should get the windows 
nice and clean. If the car is 
parked in a garage, leaving 
the windows open just a bit 
will allow quicker outgas- 
sing. 

I have a 2014 Subaru 
Crosstrek. The transmis- 
sion is very slow to engage, 
especially from reverse 
to drive; it takes three to 
four seconds before the 
car moves.

Having a car with a 14 
year old battery that still 
works is amazing. To be safe 


“jt makes sense to replace the 


battery so you don’t have a 
problem. On the other hand 
part of me wants to sée how 
long this battery will actu- 
ally last. 

I have 1994 Ford 
Ranger Splash that is a 
great little truck that has 
about 125,000 miles on it. 
My question is the truck 
still has the original tires, 


should I replace them? I 


don’t drive the truck ev- 
eryday but do rely on it 
when I need to haul some- 
thing and even though the 
tires look fine I don’t want 
a problem. 


It is time to replace the 


tires on your Ford Ranger. 
Although tires can last a 
long time, 22 year old tires 
are likely to fail and blow 
out with little warning. 
Some safety experts’ be- 
lieve the serviceable life of 
a tire is as little as six years. 
I believe how long a tire will 
last depend more on how it 


is used and how it is stored 
rather than age. 

In December we had. 
some heavy rain and I 
stupidly left the passenger 
side window open on my 
truck. The interior carpets 
and seats were scaked and > 
the check engine light came 
on. After a few days of wet 
vacuuming the truck the 
interior cried out and the 
check engine light went 
out.

Your truck like all vehi- 
cles today are rolling com- 


puters, more than likely one _ 
-of the ‘computers got wet, 


which caused the check en- 
gine light. As the computer 
and it connections dried out, 


‘the circuit returned to nor- 


mal operation. Even though 
the truck dried out it still 
may be worth lifting part 
of the carpet to insure that 
it isn’t damp and growing 
mold and mildew. 

I purchased a used 2013 
Buick Enclave from a 
large used car dealer, This 


‘Enclave only has 20,000 


miles on it but it was a for- 
mer lease/rental car. The 
car only had 23,000 miles 
on it when I purchased it. 


When I started to drive 


it I noticed it had a slight 
pull to the left. The dealer 
has since aligned the car, 


-rotated and balanced the 
tires but now there is a vi- 


bration. Any ideas? 

It is possible that the tires 
were not balanced correctly 
and that would be the first 
place to look. The second 
issue is the wheels on this 
model are very sensitive 
or over-tightening. If the 
wheels are not. tightened 
properly there can be a vi- 
bration between 58 and 75 
miles per hour. The proper 
method for tighten these 
wheels (and any wheel in 


' my opinion) is to tighten it 


by hand using a crisscross 
pattern and then finish it off 
with a torque wrench set to 
the manufacturers specifica- 
tion. 

I own a 2002 Lexus 
SC430. which has only 
47,012 miles. It has always 
been garaged, well-main- 
tained and is in beautiful 
condition.

After reading 
about 30 names, he paused to remember his shipmates 


as a ship’s bell tolled twice during each pause. 


Another-special moment was Mr. Galvin saluting 
as he clutched his American flag after it was returned 
to him by personnel of the Navy Operational Support 
Center in Quincy. The flag had been raised on the USS 


Constitution and then at half-staff at the DPW flag pole” 


during the poignant and patriotic ceremony. 
“Thank you all very much for this commemoration 


ceremony,” Galvin said holding a microphone after all. 


“The whole ceremony has been 
more than I ever expected.” 

Daniel H. Galvin was more than an example of the 
“Greatest Generation” — men and women who an- 
swered the call of duty to defend this country’s freedom 
after Pearl Harbor. He also embodied the shipbuilding 
legacy of the once mighty Fore River shipyard that 
constructed hundreds of ships that helped win World 
War Il. 7” 

The USS Quincy was no exception. 

The CA-39 was launched at the Fore River Ship- 
yard on June_19, 1935. It was on peacetime convoy 


duty between Capetown, South Africa, and the Carib- © 


bean island of Trinidad, when the Japanese attacked 
Pearl Harbor and nearly destroyed America’s Pacific 
Fleet. . 

Quincy was dispatched to the South Pacific in June 
of 1942. The next month, she joined forces preparing 
for the invasion of the southern Solomon Islands. Two 
days before she was sank on Aug. 7, 1942, Quincy 
bombarded Japanese installations on Gaudalcanal to 
offer protection to the Marines who landed there in the 


- first American offensive of World War II. 


Just two days later, in the early morning darkness 
of Aug. 9, 1942; Quincy was on patrol in the South 
Pacific in the channel of Guadalcanal when she was 


_ attacked by Japanese cruisers.

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Quincy at the time, had this recollection of that terrible 


episode in American naval history. 
“When the night fighting Navy of Japan attacked: 
_ our ship and sent two torpedoes in our hull, one for- 
ward and one aft, fire enveloped the ship from bow to _ 
‘stern. At my Battle Station, a shower of sparks waist 


high came streaming through the bulkhead. When I 
witnessed this, | was overwhelmed with confusion.” 

He thought he would perish. 

“I was brought back to reality when the Guay 


Officer ordered ‘Abandon Ship.’ The crew at this area. 


found the ladders in the darkness and we all fell in line 
and followed each other to the lower deck where we 
went over the side as the ship rolled from a 45-degree 
list to a full 90-degree roll over and down by the bow. 
“From my view neck deep in the ocean, I saw'the 
ship’s flag give me a wave as it dippéd under the water 
and the propellers were still rotating.” 
Twenty-two minutes after she was struck, the 9,375- 


ton Quincy rolled over and sank bow first at 2:38 a.m. 


She was the first sunk in the area that later became 
known as Ironbottom Sound. The final message from 
the stricken ship was one of defiance: “We’ re ‘going 


_down between them — give ‘em hell.” : 
Before. sinking, Quincy managed to fire a few gun 


salvos, one of which killed or wounded 36 men ona 
Japanese cruiser. 

Besides Quincy, three otkier shies were sunk at 
Salvo Island including another Quincy-built cruiser, 
the Vincennes that lost 332 crewmen, In all, the Battle 
of Savo Island killed 1,270 men and ahs 708. The 
battled ‘lasted about 32 minutes. 

Galvin was one of 167 men who survived the Onis 
cy’s sinking. Without fate intervening — some might 
call it luck — Galvin may not have been so fortunate. 

Some time before the attack, Galvin had been as- 


’ signed to fire cgntrol in the lower levels of the ship. 


There area was called PLOT and the compartment was 
enclosed on six sides with about three inches of ar- 
mor plate air tight and the internal air was circulated 
through a carbon filter. 


But one day, Galvin asked-one of the ship’ s lieuten- 


ants if he.could be reassigned somewhere topside. He 
was surprised to-learn-that he has been transferred to 
Control Forward as the Gunnery Officer’s Talker. 
“This assignment was to wear a telephone head- 
set and transfer orders from the Captain to the Gun- 


nery Officer. Control Forward was located above the. 


Bridge, lightly armored to tei the rotating 2 
system,” he recalled. 
As it turned out, neither the men in PLOT nor on the 
bridge ~ including the Captain — survived the attack. 
‘After the Quincy sank, the-ocean was on fire from 
all the fuel she had leaked. Galvin, wearing a life jack- 
et, bobbed in the South Pacific for hours. He heard one 


of his buddies call his name in the darkness but they | 


never found each other. 
Sometime after daybreak, Galvin and other survi- 


vors were rescued by the destroyed USS Ellett. He was 
reassigned to the destroyer tender USS Cascade and 
served in the Navy until 1952. og 

While in the service, Galvin learned electronics. Af- 
ter his Navy years, he went to work for MIT’s Center 


for Space Research. He had designs on several safel- 
lites, including Sunblazer, Trailblazer, Voyager 1 and 
Voyager 2. His years of service to this Lemerad far ex- 


ceeded his days asasailor.

Ahh, chocolate! There 
are few foods that” people 

feel as passionate about. 

Good news, next time 
you devour a piece of choc- 
olate, you may not have to 
- feel ridden with guilt. De- 
spite its evil reputation for 
causing weight. gain, there 
" are a number of health ben- 
efits associated with this de- 
lectable treat. 

‘Chocolate has gotten an 
enormous amount of media 
_coverage in recent years 
because it’s believed that it 
may help protect your car- 
diovascular system. 

Chocolate is made from 
tropical Theobroma cacao 
tree seeds. When we con- 
template chocolate, many 
of us envision a big, chunky 
bar of sweet. lusciousness. 
But initially, chocolate was 
only consumed as a bitter 
beverage. 


Chocolate, which is made ~ 


using beans from the cacao 


'. free, native to Central and 
_ South America, is estimated 


to date back as far as 1900 
BC, when it was created by 
pre-Olmec cultures resid- 
ing in present-day Mexico. 
The ancient Mesoamericans 
roasted the cacao beans, or 
cocoa beans, before pulver- 
izing them into a paste that 
was mixed with hot water, 
vanilla, chili and other spic- 
es to make a frothy drink. 

- The Olmec, Aztec and 
Mayan civilizations found 
chocolate to be. a mood el- 
evating drink and an aphro- 
disiac, and so they believed 
the beverage had spiritual 
qualities. The Mayans even 
worshipped a cacao God, 
and the beverage was used 
for religious and sacred cer- 
emonies, consequently why 
chocolate is often referred to 
as the “food of the gods.” 

It wasn’t until 1847 that 
chocolate developed into 
the solid edible bar we enjoy 
today. A British chocolate 
company called JS Fry & 
Sons fashioned it, using co- 
coa butter, vegetable fat ex- 
tracted from the cocoa bean, 
cocoa powder and sugar. 

In the late 1800s and ear- 
ly 1900s, renowned choco- 
late manufacturers such as 
Hershey, Mars and Cadbury 
were formed, and they have 
been continuing to bring us 
an array of gratifying treats 
ever since. However, while 
we are thankful to these 
companies for catering to 
our chocolate needs, they 
are also responsible for add- 
ing . potentially unhealthy 
ingredients to what could be 


an otherwise healthy food,. 


giving chocolate its reputa- 
tion as a diet demon.

day. With the average Amer- 


‘ican consuming around 10 


pounds of chocolate each 
year, it is prudent to say it 
is one of the nation’s most 
loved treats. It is not hard 
to understand why; it tastes 
yummy and also stimulates 
the release of endorphins, 
the “feel-good” hormones. 
According to numerous 
Studies in recent years, 
chocolate is amazingly good 
for our health... or is it? 
Cocoa beans, from which 
chocolate is made, are be- 
lieved to contain in excess 
of 300 compounds that are 
beneficial to health. They 


are packed full of flavanoids - 


and flavanols, such as antho- 
cyanidin and epicatechins. 
These are 
which are known to destroy 


free radicals in the body - 


chemicals that can cause 
damage to DNA and other 


cell components, hasten- 


ing aging and contributing 
to heart disease, cancer and 
other diseases. The darker 
the chocolate, the more 
flavanoids and flavanols it 
contains, 
why most of the chocolate 
studies. have hailed dark 
chocolate, rather than milk 
or white, for its health ad- 
vantages. 

You may not be aware, 
but these plant chemicals 
aren’t only found in choco- 
late. In fact, a wide variety 
of foods and beverages are 
rich in flavonols. These in- 
clude cranberries, apples, 
peanuts, onions, tea and 


red wine. Cocoa beans also 
contain dopamine, phenyl- 


ethylamine and serotonin, 
ajl of which are.compounds 
that are known to enhance 
mood and promote feelings 
of well-being. 


So if the main ingredient 


in chocolate is full of healthy 
compounds, why shouldn’t 
we eat it by the truckload? 
Not necessarily, because 
the negative health effects 
of chocolate primarily come 
from the additional ingredi- 
ents that are added to it dur- 
ing the commercial manu- 
facturing process. Sugar, 
full-fat cream and milk are 


_ just some of these ingredi- 


lates. 


antioxidants, 


which explains - 


-not trivial. 
A standard size bar of 


Hershey’s milk chocolate — 


contains 13 g of fat, 24 g 
of sugar and 210 calories. 
Consuming this product in 
large quantities could lead 
to weight gain, and being 
overweight can increase 
the risk of numerous health 


problems, including hyper- . 
_ tension, diabetes and heart 


disease. 
Because of its high sugar 


content, chocolate may also | 
_raise the risk of dental prob- 


lems, including gum disease 


and cavities, if consumed in - 


high amounts. Most com- 


‘mercial chocolates appear 
to be highly processed. Al- 
. though it was once thought 
that dark chocolate con-° 


tained the highest levels 
flavanols, recent research 
indicates that, depending on 
how it was processed, this 
may not be accurate. 

The good news is that 
most major chocolate man- 
ufacturers aré searching for 
ways to keep the flavanols 
in their processed choco- 
Presently, your best 
choices are likely dark choc- 
olate over milk chocolate 


(especially milk chocolate - 


that-is loaded with other fats 
and sugars) and cocoa pow- 
der that has not undergone 
processing with an alkali to 
neutralize its natural acidity. 


It is thought that many 


studies associating choco- 
late with health benefits 
have been poorly conduct- 
ed, yet many news outlets 
continue to report their 
findings. Study after study - 
states that dark chocolate is 
advantageous for more than 
curing a broken heart. But 


/ before you start annihilating 
\ that bag of chocolate kisses 


consider a few things. 
’ First, be careful about 


the type of dark chocolate 


you choose: chewy  cara- 
mel-marshmallow-coconut- 
covered dark chocolate is 
by no means a heart-healthy 
food option. Watch out for 
those extra ingredients that 
can add lots of extra fat and 
calories. 

‘Second, there is © cei 
no established serving size 
of chocolate to help you 
harvest the cardiovascular 


‘benefits it may offer; and 


more research is needed in 
this area to determine this. 
So, for now, be sensible, 
enjoy moderate portions of 
chocolate (e.g., 1 ounce) 
a few times per week, and 
don’t forget to include other 
flavonoid . rich foods like 
apples, red wine, tea, onions

of 50 feet. The increased 
setback will allow for the 
creation of a grass field in 
front of the school where the 
students can play. 

“One of the goals is to 
decrease the scale of the

Quincy hotel. 
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135-Room Hotel Proposed For Vacant N Q Lot 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

An empty parcel of land 
in North Quincy could soon 
be transformed into a 135- 
room hotel, a proposal that 
will go before the Planning 
Board and Conservation 
Commission for review in 
the coming months. 

CPI Management LLC of 
Boston has proposed build- 
ing the six-story, 135-room 
hotel in the 58,670 ‘square 
foot parcel of land at 1-15 
Arlington St. and 22-30 
Fayette St. in North Quincy. 
The lot is currently vacant 
after several buildings on 
site were demolished in the 


- spring of 2011. It is located 


about a tenth of a mile from 
the North Quincy MBTA 


station, 

The project was on the 
Conservation Commission’s 
agenda for Feb. 3, but the 
applicant was given a con- 
tinuance until the board 
meets again on March 2. 

‘ The proposed hotel 
building, which would also 
include ground level retail 


space, would be. located in ~ 


the northeast corner of the 
lot where West Squantum 
Street and Arlington Street 
meet, according to project 
documents filed with the 
Conservation Commis- 
sion. The proposed building 
would stand 72 feet high 


with a footprint of 9,317. 


square feet; its facade would 


‘be finished with brick ve- 


te ee ee ed 


neer and aluminum i a 
ite panel. 

A 102-space parking lot 
with :standard, 24-foot driv- 
ing aisles is proposed for the 
remainder. of the site; the 
city’s zoning code requires 
hotels to have one parking 
space for every two sleeping 
rooms. A 10-foot wide strip 
of new vegetation would 
wrap around the perimeter 
of the parking lot. 

The plan also calls for a 
stormwater treatment sys- 
tem on the site, which is 
presently entirely impervi- 
ous. The proposed system 
would use deep sump catch 


basins, with oil separator 


hoods for pre-treatment and 
a water quality unit for treat- 


ment. Treated water would 
be released into the city’s 
drain system. 

As part of the project, the 
applicant has proposed cre- 
ating. 13 on-street parking 
spaces on Arlington Street 
adjacent to the site as well 
as a new sidewalk on that 
side of the road. 

The developer estimates 
that construction off the ho- 
tel, parking lot and Arling- 
ton Street improvements 
would take approximately 
12 months. - s

Foreclosure activity in 
Norfolk County continued 
to be a cause for concern as 
it does throughout the state.

Association, too much so- 
dium in your system puts an 
extra burden on your heart 
and blood vessels. In some 
people, this may lead to or 
raise high blood pressure. 
Everyone, including kids, 


, should reduce their sodium 


intake to less than 2,300 
milligrams of sodium a day 
(about 1 teaspoon of salt). 
Having less sodium in your 
diet may help you lower or 


_avoid high blood pressure. 


In addition to programs 
and services offered on the 
South Shore, the Y offers 
the following tips from the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) to help 
reduce sodium in your diet. 

1. Think fresh: Most of 
the sodium Americans eat 
is found in processed foods. 
Eat highly processed foods 
less often and in smaller 
portions—especially cheesy 
foods, such as pizza; cured 
meats, such as bacon, sau- 
sage, hot dogs, and deli/lun- 
cheon meats; and teady-to- 


eat foods, like canned chili, 
ravioli and soups. Fresh 
foods are generally lower in 


- sodium. 


2. Enjoy home-pre- 
pared foods: Cook more of- 
ten at home— where you are 
in control of what’s in your 


food. Preparing your own ~ 
_ foods allows you to limit the 
‘amount of.salt in them. - 


3. Fill up on veggies and 
fruits — they are naturally 
low in sodium: Eat plenty of 
vegetables and fruits — fresh 
or frozen. Eat a vegetable or 
fruit atevery meal. 

4. Adjust your taste 
buds: Cut back on salt little 
by littlek—and pay _atten- 


- tion to the natural tastes of 


various foods. Your taste for 
salt will lessen over time. 


Additionally, keep salt off 


the kitchen counter and the 


dinner table and substitute - 


spices, herbs, garlic,-vinegar 
or lemon juice to season 
foods. 

5. Boost your potassium 


intake: Choose foods with 


potassium, which may help 
to lower your blood pres- 
sure. Potassium is found in 
vegetables and fruits, such 
as potatoes, beet greens, to- 
mato juice and sauce, sweet 
potatoes, beans (white, lima, 
kidney), and bananas. Other 
sources of potassium in- 
clude yogurt, clams, halibut, 
orange juice and milk.

‘Now, nearly 90 years 
later, Mapplecroft has a new 
owner who plans on open- 
ing the house to the public 
as a museum on July 19, 
Borden’s birthday. Assisting 
the owner with those efforts 
is Bill Pavao, an American 
history teacher at Quincy’s 
Central Middle School and 
the curator at Mapplecroft 
who has long been interest- 
ed in Borden. 

“I watched as a kid the 
Elizabeth Montgomery mov- 
ie, “The Legend of Lizzie 
Borden,’ which is a made for 
TV movie. I thought it was 
so enthralling that at the end 
of the movie, before they 
run the credits, they actually

‘The floors are original; 
they’re gorgeous parquet 
floors inlaid on the first floor. 
They’re just amazing. All of 
the arch doorways on the 
first floor are still original. 
Some of her wallpaper is 
still there — the dining room 
still has Lizzie’s wallpaper. 
All of the carved fireplaces 


_ are just gorgeous. The house 


is really beautiful. 

The house was open to the 
public in 1992 on the 100th 
anniversary of the murders 
.and briefly the same decade 
as a bed and breakfast, but 
this will be the first time 
Mapplecroft will be open on 
a regular basis for tours. 

_ Pavao was brought on as 
curator as 2015, with Re- 
bello as the assistant cura- 
tor. Pavao’s primary role is 
research. 


“It’s been research. It’s - 


been -documentation,” he 
said. “We’ve been going 


antiquing pretty regularly 


looking for specific items 
that we know that Lizzie 
had. Unfortunately there are 
no pictures of the inside of 
Mapplecroft. There isn’t a 
real list of what was in ev- 


ery room. The most we re-- 


ally have is Lizzie’s will so 
we're trying to find items 
that she had. 

“When she said things 
like I had an inlaid mahog- 
any desk, we don’t know 
what that looked like. So 
we’re trying to find an inlaid 
mahogany desk that will 
work with the furniture that 
we placed in that room and 


as accurate to the time pe-- 


riod as we can get.” 
“As somebody who stud- 
ied the murders for so long, 
‘it’s been very interesting 
to study this other half of 
Lizzie’s life,” Pavao added. 


“What was her life like after 
the trial? How did she live 
the rest of her life? The Fall 
River Historical Society a 
few years ago put out just an 
amazing work called ‘Paral- 
lel Lives,’ and it’s a social 


history of Lizzie Borden — 
and her Fall River. It is just 


a tour de force. It is really 
amazing and a lot of new 
information came out in that 
as well.” 

Mapplecroft, once open, 
will focus on the life Borden 
lived inside the house. 


“The public is just go-- 


ing to be enthralled,” Pavao 
said. “It’s going to be first 
class. It’s not about the mur- 
ders. It’s not about blood 
and guts. It’s going to be a 
classy establishment. We 
want this to be a first class 
operation. 

“It’s not going to be fo- 
cusing at all-on the murders. 


Obviously you can’t sepa- 


rate the two, but there aren’t 
going tobe any crime scene 
photos in the house. There’s 
not going to be a lot of dis- 
cussion really of her trial or 
her time period in prison as 
she was awaiting trial and 
during trial. It’s really what 
happened to her afterwards, 
which is a whole different 


chapter I think people are 
- really going to enjoy.” 


Pavao said Borden’s life 
inside Mapplecroft was hard 
and sad, as she was never 
able to escape the stigma of 
being accused of such a vio- 
lent crime. 

“I think that she: sur- 
rounded herself with her 
servants. I think her ser- 
vants became her family. 
She also had paid compan- 


ions at different times iri her 


life. I think she was very 


lonely: I would venture to. 
say she was probably very 


depressed: at times,” Pavao _ 


explained. “She was never 
able to really escape the 


stigma of being an accused — . 


ax murderess, largely ostra- 
cized by quite a few i 
in the city. 

“She loved the theater 
— hosted parties for actors 
and ‘actresses at Mapple- 
croft. The most-famous one 
was in 1905 with an actress 
named Nance O’Neil that 
Lizzie became quite friend- 
ly with. She did travel quite 


a bit to get out of Fall River. 
She would go to Washing- 


ton, D.C. She may travel 
down there and be there for 
a month,..I just think she 
had a hard life. I just get the 
sense that her life was sad.” 


Pavao does believe Bor- . 


den was the one who killed 
her father and stepmother 
that morming in August 
1892. 


“T tend to lean seaed ) 


Lizzie having ‘committed 


the crimes,” he said. “My - 


mind is wide open though... 
if somebody came up with 
some new piece of evidence 


that suggested somebody 


else did it.” 

At Central, Pavao’s 
classes focus on American 
history beginning with colo- 


nization through the end of 


the Civil War. The Borden 
case isn’t part of his classes, 
though many of his students 
know about his research into 
her life. 

“I want the kids to see 


that I really am a histo-— 


rian — I’m not just a history 
teacher, although that’s my 
primary function by far,” 
Pavao said. “History can be 


-fun and-there are different . 
ways to teach history, not. 


just in a classroom but also 
through a tour, through a 


building, through artifacts.”

“which looks really’ appeal- 
ing,” he said. “They would 
resolve the flooding issues 


and handicapped accessibil- _ 


ity at that station by doing 
a pretty substantial renova-

as the Chapman Street/Wol- 
laston Center side.” 
The city, working with 
- the Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council, released a re- 
port in 2013 detailing how to 
revitalize Wollaston Center 
district that adjoins the sta- 
tion. Keenan said the station 
renovation would be benefi- 
cial as plans for redevelop- 
ment in the area progress.’ 
“Wollaston Center is 
just ripe for development,” 


Keenan said. “I know there 


are a few projects proposed

ect once the design is final- 
ized.

by the Senate and House of 
Representatives that both 


target the Bay State’s ongo-. 
- ing opioid epidemic. 
The Senate in October 


gave unanimous approval 
to a bill that included sev- 
eral provisions aimed at pre- 
venting opioid addiction by 
reducing the number of un- 
used prescription painkillers 
that are diverted for misuse. 


‘The. House passed its ver- 


sion of the legislation in a 
unanimous vote last month. 

A conference commit- 
tee with members of both 
chambers is working to 
draft a final bill, which both 


, chambers would need to ap- 


prove before sending it to 
Gov. Charlie Baker for ap 
proval. 

“The House es several 
ideas. We have several ideas. 
The governor is being pretty 
aggressive gn this stuff, 
Sen. John Keenan said in a 
recent interview. “The goal 
is to get something out of 
the conference committee 
soon and get it to the gov- 
ernor.” 


Keenan, who is not on. 


the conference committee, 
sponsored the bill approved 
by the Senate last fall. He 
believes a final version of 
the opioid legislation palat- 
able to both chambers is not 


far away and is optimistic it 


will be an amalgamation of 
both pieces of bills. 

“I don’t think we’re far 
away,” he stated. “I hope it 
has a lot of things we did in 
the Senate and a lot of things 
they did in the House. I hope 
it’s a combination and not 
something that’s watered 


down because they traded 


off.” 
The Senate bill includes 


a drug stewardship pro- 


gram, which makes phar- 
maceutical manufacturers 
responsible for the safe dis- 
posal of unused pills. Com- 


_ panies would be responsible 


for funding and operating 
collection kiosks and mail 


_ back programs, or paying 


an annual fee that would 
go towards take back days. 


_ The House did not include a 


similar prograsi in its legis- 
lation. 


Massachusetts would be 


the first state to establish a- 


stewardship program if the 
program is included in the 
final. legislation; Keenan 
said a county in California 
has established a similar 


program that has withstood — 
legal tests. 


“We're paying for [opi 
oids} with our insurance, 
we're paying. for it with a 


co-pay, then when they’re . 


unused we’re paying for it 
for those who get addicted 
to them — we have to have 


_ treatment programs — and 


we’re paying to do drug take 
back days,” Keenan said. “A 
pharmaceutical company 
has no obligation. They just 
sellthem.” 

A second part of the Sen- 


_ate bill gives patients the 


right to-have pharmacists fill 
prescriptions for painkillers 
with a lesser quantity than 
prescribed; pharmacists and 
prescribing doctors would 
both have to advise patients 


of their right to receive a 
” smaller number of _ pills 
than prescribed. The provi- 


sion was not included in the 
House bill. 

Keenan said the Senate 
received some pushback 
on the partial ‘fill provision 
because of concerns fed- 
eral law could preempt it; 
no other state has approved 
similar legislation. Mem- 
bers of Massachusetts’ con- 
gressional delegation have 
since reached out to federal 
regulators to allow partial 
filling of - prescriptions; 
Keenan said regulators are 
giving the provision serious 
consideration. 

“We were told — I spe- 
cifically was told — it’s pre- 
empted by federal law. We 
pushed back, we ultimately 
passed it in the Senate with 
the idea that maybe the feds 
would latch onto this and 
they have,” Keenan said. 
“And I think the way it’s 
drafted is still good law at 
the state level. Even if the 
feds say ‘we’re not going 
to get involved with that is- 
sue,’ I think we’re on solid 
ground.” 

The Senate bill also in- 
cludes a voluntary non-opi- 
oid directive, which allows 
patients to record a legally 
binding order in their medi- 


. cal records that they should 


not be administered or of-

Keenan said no other 
state has approved similar 
legislation.-The House bill 
did include a non-opiate di- 


rective, though Keenan said. 
the House version would re- © 
_ quire a physician’s approval 


before a patient’s directive 
could take effect. : 

The House bill contains 
several provisions Keenan 
said he supports. The bill 
would, for. example, limit 
the number of painkillers 
an emergency room doctor 
could prescribe a patient to 
a three-day supply. The Sen-. 
ate had considered adding 
the same provision, but it 


-was not included in the final 


legislation to’ensure the bill 
would pass. 


The pending levi: 


- tion on Beacon Hill is one - 


of several steps legislators 
have taken in recent years 
in response to the rise of 
opioid abuse seen in Mas- 
sachusetts and elsewhere in 
the country. 

The Legislature in 2012 
approved a law requiring 
prescribers to participate in 
a prescription-monitoring 
program, which was estab- 
lished in 1992 as a volun- 
tary system. Ten percent of 
prescribers were enrolled 
in the system prior to the 
2012 law and upwards of 


-'70 percent are now enrolled. 


Moving forward, Keenan 
said he wants the prescrip- 
tion monitoring program to 
be made more user friendly, 
for example, by giving pre- 
scribers the ability to check

Has Audi finally - 


fixed the oil burning issue 
in the 2.0 liter turbo en- 
gines? My understanding 


that there is new version of 


the 2.0 liter engine in the 
‘2017 A4. 


The latest 2.0 liter engine — 


is-a modified miller-cycle 
design engine that breathes 


. better, produces more power 


and should get a little bit 
better mileage. The previous 
engine tended to use a quart 


_of oil in 1000 miles and in 


some cases even more. My 


‘guess would be that as part 


of the redesign, the engi- 


_ neers at Audi/Volkswagen 


corrected any oil consump- 
tion issues. 

I took my car into a 
Subaru dealership to get 
an oil change. When they 
were done they told me I 
needed a rebuilt transmis- 
sion and the engine needed 
a head gasket. The total 
cost was to the tune of al- 
most $5,000.

There are 
about 156,000 miles on the 
car. I have owned it for al- 
most two years, I have only 
put 5,600 miles on it since I 
have owned it. How would 
they know these things, 
they never took it out for 
a test drive. Oh yeah they 
said would I want to put 
that kind of money into a 
car that’s at the time nine 
years old or would I rather 
put it toward a new car. I 


told them I neither had the 


money to fix let alone buy 
a new car. Do you have 
any advice for me?

head needs to be replaced 
for a cost of $4,700. If their

The cost of the repair 


is as much about labor as . 
* parts. It can take up to 24 


hours to remove the cylin- 


der head and resurface/re- 


condition the existing parts, 
if the front cover needs to be 
removed and about 10 hours 
if it doesn’t. If the entire 
cylinder head needs replac- 
ing the part is $800 as com- 
pared to an individual valve 


. that may cost $15-$20 each. — 
Considering the high cost. 


of estimate I- would get a 
second opinion. Regardless 
this repair will be expensive 
and even if just a minimum 
of work is needed the repair 
could still be $2000 with 
parts and labor. 


I own a 2012 Buick 
LaCrosse with a V-6 en- 
gine and all-wheel-drive. 
During a recent standard 
maintenance visit at the 
local dealership I was told 
that my car was over- 


_due for the 30,000 mile 


transmission fluid and fil- 


ter change. I rechecked 


my owner’s manual and 


found on the 30,000 mile 


page that I only needed to 


“inspect” the fluid. It said 
nothing of changing it on 
the owner’s website either. 
I hope you can clear up the 
confusion on-which is the 
correct action (to change 
or not to change.) 


Certainly changing the 
_ transmission fluid can’t hurt, 
but unless the fluid shows 


characteristics of overheat- 


ing, it isn’t necessary. Even - 


if you use the severe service 
schedule provided by Buick, 
the transmission. fluid is not 
scheduled for a change until 
90,000 miles. I believe this 
is strictly a recommendation 
by the servicing dealer and 
not one of General Motors/ 
Buick. 

I have a 2013 Mazda 
CX-5 and it has about 
45,000 miles on its original 
tires. The all-season tires 
were okay until this. last 
snow storm and I slipped 
and slid everywhere. 
Should I consider a snow 
tire or will all season tires 
be okay? 

There is nothing better 
than a winter tire even on 


an ‘all-wheel-drive vehicle. - 


Only you can decide if the 
improved traction is worth 
the extra expense and hassle 
of switching tires season- 
ally. For most drivers a 
quality all-season tire will 
be fine, but keep in mind an 
all-season tire is always a bit 


of a compromise. Even the- 


best all-season tire will not 
be able to perform as well as 
a dedicated winter tire. 


I have a Chevrolet . 


pick-up and the automatic 
transmission has started 
to make a loud noise. 
This happened after be- 
ing stuck in the snow. I 
had it checked at a local 
garage and was told the 
entire transmission needs 
replacing. When I asked 


about using a part from 


a junk-yard, they told me 
the part wouldn’t last and 
suggested only a new or 
factory rebuilt transmis- 
sion. What do you think? 

I generally have no prob- 
lem with used parts; but 
with a transmission it. can 
get tricky. Unlike buying a 
fender or starter it is harder 


to check that the transmis- 
sion is in good condition. 
Most good salvage yards 
will check out and guarantee 
the parts they. sell and will 
replace the part if it fails. 
The concern is who pays for 
the labor if the part fails? 
Before I would use a sal- 
vage transmission I would 
get the warranty in writing 
just so there is no question 
if the part fails and who has 


to pay. 
' We have a 1996 Ford: 
4X4 pickup. We have 


put in a new positive bat- 
tery cable, a new alterna- 
tor and a new battery. If 
the headlights or heater 
are on, the truck will start 
sputtering. The other issue . 
is sometimes it acts just 
like the battery is weak. 
What could be wrong? 
The output voltage of the 


alternator should be checked | - 


to see exactly what is hap- 
pening. I would also check 


* ‘for voltage drop on both the 


new positive and the old 
negative cable. I have seen 


‘many Ford trucks that the 


negative cable grounds at 
the frame, but fails between 
the frame and engine block 
causing all sorts of starting 


‘and charging system prob- 


lems. 

I have a 12-year-old 
Chevrolet S-10 pickup 
with about 312,000 miles. 
The entire truck is start- 
ing to rust out, frame in- 
cluded. I use the truck as 
a second vehicle, to pull a 
utility trailer and go to the ~ 
dump. What can be done 
to delay the rust problem 
or is it time to replace this 
otherwise dependable ve- 
hicle? 

It really depends on the 
extent of the rust. If the en- 
tire frame is becoming struc- 
turally compromised, there 
is little you can. do. If there 
are one or two rusted areas, 
perhaps it can be welded. If 


_ it is just getting rusty, clean 


up, the rust and applying an- 
undercoating or rust inhibi- 
tor may slow down the rust. 
If there is any question that 
the rusting frame is causing 
a structural issue that could 
compromise your safety, 
it is time to get rid of your 
truck.

The investigation fur- 
ther revealed Corliss took 
nine vacation days that were 
not recorded in department 
attendance records. 
__ “This situation is unfor- 
tunate,” Keenan told the 
council. “It should never 
‘happen, We will never allow 
it to happen [again].” | 

- Keenan said he was not 
aware of any other instances 
of an officer double dipping, 
referring to the situation as 
an “isolated incident.” ” 

In response to the situ- 
ation, the department will 
‘ purchase software meant to 
catch any issues in the hours 
-. Officers put in for, including 
regular time, overtime and 
details. Keenan, Quincy’s 
police chief for eight years, 
said the new software is re- 
placing the current system, 
which is primarily hand- 
written, that was in place 
since for details before he 
joined the department sy 
years ago. i 

“The detail ae is 


kind of cumbersome,” he 
“stated. 

The council unanimously 

approved spending $38,922. 


on the software, which is of- 


fered by Texas-based Jiva- 
soft. The company was one 


of three vendors. the depart- 
ment considered using.

the new software is expect- 
ed to take between a month 
and a month-and-a-half. 

As that software is rolled 
out, Keenan hopes to imple- 
ment changes to rules for 
details to ensure officers are 
only being paid for one. de- 
tail at a time. There are four- 
and eight-hour minimums 
for details, and currently an 
officer could legally work 
on one detail for an hour 
then leave and work another 
detail and be paid four hours 
for both. Under the new 


rules, an officer could not - 


work another detail until the 
first four hours are up.

Keenan spoke with coun- 
cillors for more than an hour 
about the procedures.

When Kenneth Gloss 


stepped into his ailing fa- 
ther’s shoes in 1973 and 
assumed 
of running the now-famed 
Brattle Book Shop in Down- 


town Boston, he had no in- . 


kling that move would be- 
. come his life’s passion. 

Then on the path to 
spending his days in a 
chemistry lab, that family- 
driven decision has sent 
Gloss on a most interesting 
‘career-journey in .discover- 
ing and assessing the value 
of some of the most interest- 
ing examples of literature in 
the world. 

In his recent appearance 
at the Crane Library, the 
majority of the standing- 
room-only crowd held some 
old and dear books in their 


arms, waiting for the mo- 


ment. when Gloss could ex- 
~ amine, then declare each ei- 
ther a rare and valuable find, 
or a $5 item. - 

“I do a lot of talks at li- 
braries and one of the rea- 
sons I do them is it’s a-way 
of keeping my name out, 


keeping people aware of 


the store...there are some 
people who don’t come into 
Boston the way they used to. 
I also do WGBH’s Antiques 
Roadshow, which is a great 
way to see the country.” 
Gloss says one of the 
traits carried over from his 
Dad was his enthusiasm for 
news, and getting others 
interested in books. “You 


know, there aren’t that many- 


bookstores anymore, espe- 
cially there aren’t that many

ened by the Internet.” 

One way the Internet has 
affected business at Brattle 
Book Shop is by enhanc- 
ing the ability to search for 
particular items. Also, he 
says, when one has the abil- 
ity to “click, click, and find 
50 copies of something, the 
price comes down on se 
search item.” 

In his 43 years at the 
store, Gloss has met all 
kinds of people, and visited 
many homes where an estate 
is being liquidated, or empty 
nesters are downsizing. “Just 
this morning I bought 3,000 
books in Brookline. One

the first question they gener- 
ally ask me is ‘Are you go- 
ing to take it all?’”
